The President-Congress—Henry Ward

\ Breecher,

From the Tribuna,

The persictent efforts of Mr. Beecher 0 cast
blame on the Bepublican majority of the pre-
sent Congress as—at least equally with Presi.
dept Johneon—redpoasible for the grave exlst-
ing difference between them, impel: ms, in the
intereat of trush and justice, Lo make & stalement
ol facla,

I was one of the many who early ppprehended
and anxiously deprecated a breach betwoen
Congress and the President. Soom after our
lnst Brate election, and before the assembling of
the present Congress, I went, not suninvited, to
Washington, expressly to guard agalnst such a
diverence, Being admitted to an interview
wilh the President, 1 urged him toonll to Wash-
ington three of the mu:i eminent and trosted
expoeitors of Northern anti-slavery sentiment,
and three equally eminent and representative
Southern rx—ilnbu%a, and ask them w0 take up
their residence at the White House for a week,
a fortnight, so long as they might find neces-
sary, while they, by free and friendly conference
and discussion, should earnesily endeayor to
tind a common ground whereon the North and
the Sonth should be not merely reconclled, but
made evermore fraternsl and harmonious, 1
snggested that the President should occaston-
uily, us he could find time, drop 1 on these
conicrences and offer such suggestions as he
should deem fit — rather us @ moderator or
common inead, than an a party w the dis-
ClsBI0T.

A ruggestion ol names being Invited, I pro-
posed those of Guvernor Andrew, of Mussachu-
sefta; Gerritt Smith, of New York; and Judge R.
P. Spaulding, ol Ohio, us three who seemed to
me jair representut;ves of the anti-slavery eenti-
ment ol the North, while neither speciaily ob-
noxious to nor dizposed to deal harshly with
the South; and 1 added that I hoped they would
be met oy men hke General Robert E. Lee,

Alexander H. Step.aens, ete., who would be re-
cogvized snd heeded by the SBouth as men in
whose hands ner honor aad true Interests would
be safe.  But | added that | had no specinl de-
gire that these orf any particular men should be
selected, wishing only that those chosen from
either section should be such as to conimand
their people’s confidence and support., And 1
pledged mysell to support, to the extent ol my
power, any acjustment that should thus be ma-
tnred and aerced npon.

Some two months later, after the meeting of
Congress, and when the voliticsl sky had be.
come durker, | went again lo Washingion, on
the assurance of a mutual triend thar the Pre-
sident desired to sec me,  The Joint Commiltee
on Reconstruction had then been appointed.
At an interview promptly accorded, I urged the
Pre=ident to invite this Committes to the White
House, and discues with them, tfrom evening to
evening, a8 friend with friends, all the phases
of the grave problem ol reconstruction, with a
tixed resolve to tind a basis of nareement it pos-
sible. I urged such considerations s oconrred
to me in favor of the toasimlity of such aeree-
ment iU it were earnsstly sought, ns [ lelt sure
it would be on {he side of Congress, The vast
patronage in the Prosdent's hunde—the reluet-
unce of the majority in Congress to =ee their
friends, supporters, and nominecs expelled by
wholesale from ofiice, and their places supplied
by bitter aaversaties—the natural anxiety of
every party in power to muaintain cordial reln-
tions with the head of the Government chosen
by ite voles—ihese, und a thousand kindred
congiderations, rendered morslly certain an
aereement between Congress and the President
without a sacritice of prineiple on either hand,
if the latter should sincerely seek It

I speak only ot what 1 smid and proposed, be-
eause 1 have no right and no perimission to speak
further. That my suggestions were not jol-
lowed, nor anything akin to them, the public
sudly knows. And the conclusion to whicn 1
have been most reluctantly foreed is, that the
President did not want harmony with Congress—
that he bad already made up bis mind to break
with the party which bad elected him and scek
# further lense ol power turongh the favor and
support of its hnplacable enemics.

We published on Monday s sccond epistle
from the Rov. Henry Ward Beccher to & mem-
per of bis congregation, explainiug and detend-
ing the Clevelsnd letter, which has aitracted
«0 much attention nnd comment, Mr, Beocher
takes back none of hig former statements, and
denies that oe 18 sorry that he wroie his previ
oug letter, On the contrary, he reiterates ite
views and sentiments, and insists that the
Southern States ought to be immediately re
stored to thelr constitntionsl righis, Boih ol
his epistles are 8o conservative and so stales-
manlike that we can no longer rauk Mr, Beecher
among the mere ministers of Americn. e de-
serves to fill & higher pogition than thet of
pustor of & Brookiyn church, We nowinnte
nim for the otiice, and shall berénfter recognize
him by the title oi, his Holiness the Protestant
Pope of the United Stales, :

Afier un attentive nerusal of this latest bull of
his Holiness, we find that we ean endo1se every
word of n. He eniticizes the President severely;
but it 15 10 the spirit of & (ricnd and poi of un
encmy. As ho suys, the President _luu- 4 pecu-
linr temper,and is rather apt to ussail thode who
disugree with him; but Horace Greeley and
Thad Stevens have tne same peculiarties, and do

not possess that kindeess of heart and sicerity
ol purpose which redoem President Johpson's
ertors,  And this sugegests 1o us tae only wesk
point of the second letter of his Holiness, 1t is
o 8ln of omission rather than or commission;
but it ought to be remedied by a good strong
sermon next Sunday, when Pope Beecher re-
iurns to his congregational pllgrims, The point
is that he neglects W enticize Snmner, Phillips,
Wilson, Chandler, Sievens, Greeley, Cheever,
and the other rodical lenders with equal seve-
rity, 11 Presudent Johnson usessevere language,
s0do thl‘j’. “Linr,” "trnltor,“ N“"ﬂ'adl‘,"' Smur-
derer,"” and “wreteh” (vide the Ivibune) are the
mildest terms they use in thele assanlis upon the
President. Burcly, his Hollness the Protestant
Pope cannot sanction such epithets as these,
and he will take the earliest opportunity to
rebuke them,

To President Johnson's numersus excellencies
—40 his borror of secession, hig resistavce to the
Rebel leaders, his berolsm in the durk days of
the war, bis jealousy of centralization, his sim-
plicity of wanners, and his true love of the com-
mon le—Pope beceher does the amplest
justice, His eloguent sentences completely ex-
tinguish bls would-be critics. He leaves not o
rag of poor (reeley’s old white coat, Rising
above the eorrupt atmosphere of parties, he will
not oall himself 8 Johuson man orsaybody olse’s
man, but regards omTent events from (he
standpoint of a statesman, & philosopher, and o
Christian. He remcmbers that if President
Johnson sometimes makes unw.se Bpeeches, so
did President Lincoln, On his trip irom Bpring.
fleld to Washington Mr, Lincoln dellvered
various of-haud addresses, and everybody viien
thought thut he was not earnest enough,

On bl tnp from Washington to Springfield
Mr. Jolinson has also spoken often, and muny

ople think that he is too much lo earnest,
E‘: Lincoln and Johuson spyang from an
origin not favorable to finished uut.orﬁ. The
one was & flat-boatman from Kentucky snd

Illinols, and the other a iuilor from Norih Caro-

ting and Tennessee, To expect the polish ol an

vere oh men would be absurd, It s
Mﬁ ?:;'nl”;:o Beecher, as for all olher sens|
ble people, that these Presidents should have

withi the same regulanty and about the same
spirit as omnibus horses, the associated theatres
cannot hope for any iarge share ol public sup-

correct convictions and oarry them out mau-
tully. Thia is the moral of the second epistie
of his Holineas, and we commend it to the la-
teiligent massos of the country.

Ristorl will find the drama of this country in
u tearfully demoralized condition, and we rely
upon ber to regenerate and reinvigorate it,
The most of our leading managers have been
dreadiully Barovmized, The elegunt and ac-
complished Wallaock, once the elass of tashion

Barnum’s old mede! of Niagaura Falls, workad
with a pump and u bucket o1 cold water, was
unlike the genuine catarect, that astonishes all
beholders,

The consequences ol this Barnumization of the
managers huve been excessively deleterious to
our theatres. One member of the association,
lke Barnum's Cirenssinn girl from Germany,
has bad to withdraw from the business, Another,
lihe Barnum's fat woman. uns melted out ot
sieht. The houses ol a third are as bogus as he |
Indian club which Barnum exhiblted to Gaylord |
Ciark ss the genuine bludgeon that Powhatan
ueed 10 kill Captan Jobhn Smith; wherenpon |
Clnrk replisd that he was glad that Barnum |
posseseed this bludgeon, as he had alrendy seen
it In several other museums. We are atrald that
those establishments which still keep open
under the patronage of the associnnion are, like
Barnum’s w hales, not very long lived, however
much they mny spout about their success ut
present,

With played-out comedies and tragedies, and
with actors who go theiwr dull and weary rounds

part. Bul when Rislom comes we anticipate
that her resplendent genios will infuse new |
vigor into the Barnumized druma and make the |
theaties once more attractive. Bhe ean teach
the aetors how to perform and revive the gene- |
ral interest in Lhe stage, Unlike Ruachel, who |
wus a5 cold aud splendld as anceberg glittering
in the sun, Ristorn ucts from the heart and to l
the heart, nnd urouses the utimost entbhusiasm of |
her sudivnces.  Her debut at the French theatre
will innugurate 4 grand new eran ol the drama,
and Manager Grpn, who at least resembles an
Emperotr tn wearing an imperial, moay conzratu-
late himeell that be has surppssed Napoleon in
giving us a queen of the Lotio vace who will be
heartlly welcome, and whose resgn will be ecor-
dinlly respected, exeept, perbaps, by some Bohe-
miun guerilias,

requires this, and without it, he sa;s, in very |
many cases crime will go onpunished, All in-
habitants of the State, he wnmsts, without dis.

sume fouting in regard Lo civil rights

made between the races in this respect are due
10 the spirit of custe created by sluvery:and that
us this has Lean destroyed, those distinctions
should aleo disappear. This s true and just,
und strikes at the root ot the whole matter.
When slavery was swept uway all grounds ior
such distineuonz were swept away also, It is
encouraging 1o find this fact recoznzed in so
distinet and g0 practical n way, by the leading
men of the South, It shows thal they under-
stund the nature of toe revolution through
which they have passed, and ave tully prepaved
tu make it the basis ol tawr ve v civil and 1ndus-
trial system. Il 8 far better for the whole
country, and especigily lor the negroes them-
selyes, that this great work should bo thus done
by the voluntary action of the Southorn states
thon imposed npon them by the National Gov-
crnment.  Mr. Beecher's argument on this pownt
‘{s unagnsweruble, The mutual interests of the
two races will compol as well n8 1nvite the con-
cession ol exanet and egual justice,

We recard Governor Orr's message ns a practi-
cal responee to the declarations of the Puiludel-
plhis Convention, and as furnishing positive and
rratilying evidence that ihe Bouthern people
otend to fulfl in good laith all the cngagements
then entered into by their representatives, We
hope fo see his recommendations promptly
aoopted by the Leglsinture, In others of the
Bouthern States aotion has boon taken looking
to the same result. Pull eivil mghts are ac-
corded to the enlranchised slaves; provision s
made fer their education; thelr relations to the
whites are amleable nnd satisiactory, and every-
thing promises u spoeedy reorganization of lndus-
try and order In sll departments ol Southern
society, Why should we disturb or check so
wholesome and beneticent & process by needless
and hurtful sgitatien? And why =hould we
insist upon forewg cn the Bouth, by violent and
Lostlle aete, reforms and movemenis which they
are evidently doing tor themselves ?

It would be lolly if she did—n
tolly which timo would remove, DBut she does
not, She has declared ihat she does not by
everzi form of sssevermtdon which selfgovern-
ing Htates are capable of, Men mav he, but
States do not, Governor Audrew's affectatiou
of fear is, as we regret (o belleve, insincere, He
is at the head of n compuny whose business I8
to buy property in the South and loan money
to Southern moen. He thos shows that he
knows it to be wlse that Northern men are ill-
treated ut the South. Equally he proves his
pretended {ears hollow and isincers. Men
mwake haste to inves:t their monev where they
know it will be safe. Governor Andrew eannot
be believed when he asrorts that the Southern
States cannot *'be trusted” to-day as completely
as mpy Northern State, He tears no civil war
al the Soulb.

There is bul one explanation of this sienifi-
cRnt utterance—it is, that Governor Andrew Is
in the eontidence ol the (Governors who met ul
Pladelphia the other day, and who are orga-
nizing & conspiracy against theFederal Govern-
ment and 18 lawivl bead—n conspiracy to im-
peach and remove President Jolngon—and who,
to return 1hemselves and their revolutionary
party 1n power, wonld not_only keep the Union
alill divided—wonld not only deny to the Sonth-
e States seli-government by representation—
would not only make use of Federal power to
torce pogro suffraze upon the Bouthern States,
but aleo would not hesitate to suoply the militia
they coutrol with arms, and plunge the North
itselt into u new and more dreadful eivil war—a
war not of seclions nor of States, but of neigh-
borhoods and firesides,

Months ago we warned the country of the
despernte purposes of these desperate men,
We repeat that warning to-day: and every
vote cast for a radical Governor or a radicat
